wholesale theft of gasoline tax. J 
Borton Weeks, 
president of

Keystone automobile club, said: 
"The 
gasoline 
racketeers 
now- 
seeking enrichm ent at the expense 
of the m otorists of the state in­ 
cludes every type of business struc­ 
ture in the gasoline business. 
It 
embraces all sorts of dummy cor­ 
porations, ^som e organized 
under 
Pennsylvania laws, 
and some 
of 
foreign origin. 
The latter conduct 
all their business outside of 
this 
state, and hence are not subject to 
the new law, 
which provides for 
collection of the gasoline tax from 
the distributor. 
"Under the plans now in opera­ 
tion. and which tile state is making 
every effort to checkmate, the ids- 
honest distributor furnishes enough 
gasoline to 'cover up' his retailers. 
Then the ring of dummy brokers 
and dummy corporations goes to 
work 
"By tank 
car, barge and 
motor 
truck gasoline 
is being smuggled 
into the state direct to retailer out­ 
lets. There are no records of the 
transactions, and the motorist who 
buys the gas and pays the tax gets 
no return in the shape of the roads 
he thinks he is paying for. The 
tax is pocketed by the racketeers. 
"The gasoline ring now operating 
has headquarters 
in Philadelphia 
and offices or contacts in Baltimore, 
W ilmington, New York and points 
in New Jersey. 
Its members 
in­ 
clude racketeers from as far west 
at Pittsburgh. M any of those in 
the ring formerly were red-hot com­ 
petitors. Now they are banded to­

Paris than I do along the boule­ 
vards. I know of no word that de­ 
scribes this great wooded space so 
well as “liquid”—a sort of wet green 
shimmer of exquisite loveliness. 
The trees, the grass and the many 
cool walks in the Bois seem to take 
on especial grandeur, the beauty of 
languor, repose and exotism. It Is 
said, and one can well believe it 
that, 98 per cent of the proposals of 
marriage among Parisians are made 
in the Bois. 
I was reared in a rural communi­ 
ty, but somehow never took partic­ 
ular notice of trees. But in the Bois 
they take on a positive personality. 
You become familiar with lop-sided 
magnolias, the cypress, chestnuts in 
fan spreads, cedars bursting into 
clumps of pin pricks—all gently 
swaying and whispering. 
One may walk through the leafy 
square tread tunnel and emerge 
suddenly upon gurgling water fall­ 
ing into a pond dotted with graceful 
swans. This morning the Baga­ 
telle. that circular rosarium laid out 
for a King’s mistress, was literally 
aflame with red roses. Through an­ 
other woods and a bright field of 
daisies. 
On benches sat old ladies with 
tficlr Jo* terriers—ladies who hob­ 
ble tex the Bois on rubber tipped 
canes at sun up and remain until 
dusk. Black-gloved Frenchman in 
an effusion of pommade and per­ 
fume. A, red wheeled metered fi­ 
acre rattles *by. A tally ho. And 
a dog cart with master and groom 
back to back. 
Over along Ijtc grassy banks of 
the Selfti eternally patient fishermen 
always standing up in statuesque 


supplication. Barges, tgifch families 
in the little coop in the rear, drift 
by. Comic opera side-wheeled ex­ 
cursion steamers paddle merrily. A 
darting scull of athletes. Family 
washing boats. Canoes. 
The Bois knows no emotional re­ 
straint. Lovers seem to seek the 
bdld little hills for their puppyish 
pawings, hugging and kissing open­ 
ly. Sweethearts In fond embrace 
halt in their strolls, starry eyed,'to 
exchange long, lingering smacks.

This evening I jogged along the 
gray quays—up to the He de la Cite, 
the original site of Paris, on the 
right bank and down the left. Most 
of the buildings along the quays are

written in their now scabrous tex­ 
ture. At the side of each barn-like 
doorway sits the inevitable black- 
frocked concierge, ferret-eyed, heav­ 
ily mustached and knitti*:0. The 
famed restaurants Laperouse and 
Tour d’Argent. on the left side, were 
| almost completely desolated, Adding 
to the general gloom. It was cheer­ 
ful to return to the brilliantly lit 
Place de la Concorde and the high 
spraying fountains.

Strolls around Paris back-waters 
this trip are shorn of the extraordi­ 
narily fine companionship of the 
late Will Hogg. This time last year 
we prowled together—as we did on 
many similar excursions—therr we 
motored to Berlin, took leave of one 
another and I was not to see Urn 
again in this world. It will never 
be quite the same Paris without 
him. No one knew the Paris the 
tourist never sees so well nor love^

Joseph Stalin’s decision to bring 
Russian agriculture under electrifi­ 
cation through the new five-year 
plan to be inaugurated in 1938 is in 
furtherance of one of the cherished 
dreams of Nikolai Lenin. 
* 
Lenin dramatically outlined such 
a program before the eighth All- 
Russian Soviet congress on Decem­ 
ber 23. 1920. 
In in Health 
It was one of the last important 
public addresses of the Rreat So­ 
viet leader. 
He was already in ill 
health. There were many rumors 
that he would not be able to speak 
before the congress, but he unex­ 
pectedly appeared on the stage of 
the Moscow Opera House and was 
received 
with deafening applause 
Jay the crowd of delegates from all 
parts of the Soviet Union. 
Ten years eras the tune fixed 
then by Lenin for the completion 
of the preliminary work of electri­ 
fication. 
'We have already worked

out the plan,” he said. 
“More than 
800 specialists took part in that 
work. 
In spite of the 
fact 
that 
nearly all of them were against the 
Soviet regime, they nevertheless be­ 
came Interested in the work, having 
to admit from the point of view 
of science that it was the only way 
to enable the country to emerge 
from the economic crisis, and to 
save the peasantry from want and 
starvation. 
To accomplish this plan 
is not so simple; it requires no less 
than ten years for its initial work 
to be carried out. 
Peasant Learning 
“In 
comparison 
with 
Western 
European countries, what we have 
managed to do in that direction is 
insignificant, 
but 
the peasant 
is 
learning even from 
that 
meagre 
measure. 
He can sec that some­ 
thing 
is 
being 
achieved, 
where 
everyone is not working for him­ 
self but where the whole state is i 
working. There ts no need to re­ 
gret that we shall have to pav the 
capitalist hundreds of millions of 
kilograms of oil for their help in 
electrifying our country." 
A vivid picture of farms and fac­ 
tories operated by electrical power 
was drawn by Lenin. 
He explained 
the initial plan caller for an ex­ 
penditure of $750,000,000 
“We cannot cover this with the 


sale. Therefore we must provide 
for the cost of electrification by con­ 
cessions to foreign capital and er- 
ports of timber," said the forceful 
Soviet leader. 
Feared Ile Would Fall 
Lenin stood so close to the front 
of the stage and was so unsteady 
on his feet as he was delivering 
this speech that the writer and a 
score of other foreign rorrespond- 
entswho were sitting at the press 
table in the orchestra pit feared he 
might fall upon them. 
A year later 
he 
was 
partially 
paralyzed 
and 
three years later he died 
Russia was in the throes of ter­ 
rible famine at 
the time Lenin 
made the statement, 
We have no 
great stores of provisions for sale." 
American relief workers were feed­ 
ing children throughout the wheat 
districts 
of the 
Volga 
and 
the 
Ukraine. 
But the plucky leader of the pro­ 
letariat 
insisted 
on 
looking 
into 
the future and planning for a better 
day and he made a forceful defence 


of 
the changed 
economic 
policy 
which contemplated the letting of 
extensive foreign concessions. 
He explained that state capital­ 
ism in a proletarian society is not 
the same as state capitalism in a 
capitalist 
society. 
The 
capitalism 
o f Soviet Russia, he continued, is 
•promoted in the interests of the 
proletariat." 
He commented upon 
the suspicion with which many com­ 
munists regarded the granting of 
concessions to foreigners, saying it 
looked as if Russian capitalists had 
been chased out to make way for 
foreign capitalists. 
“The seven years of war nearly 
ruined us." Lenin said. 
“The re­ 
covery of our industry will take 
several years. 
We have to pay for 


our 
backwardness 
and 
w« 
because, when we wish to leal 
w’e have to pay 
“We exist in the mids*, of capi-j 
talist states. 
We are alone. Ju:»i 
1 now. and until the revolution l»^ 
highly developed industrial conn- 
tries has freed us from this, we ai 
i compelled to pay toll to Interna-j 
| tional capitalism.
